mens of algae found in water reser­ 
voirs, provided the samples arrive 
in suitable condition for study, ac­ 
cording to Dr. I. M. Lewis, profes­ 
sor of botany. Algae are very simp­ 
le plunts which frequently occur in 
such nu inliers as to form floating 
green masses on the surface of the 
witter and are responsible for the 
fishy, musty odor and taste in the 
water. 
There are 2b,OOO kinds of 
algae, according to Dr. Lewis, and 
it is important to identify them iii 
order to control them. 
Although 
algae arc not dangerous to public 
health in the same way as hysteria, 
they frequently render the water 
unfit for use due to the offensive 
taste and odor produced.
